CIENTIFIC FOODMAKING. 

Recent scientific articles have the 
prodigious results attending the studious and ex- 
perimental growth of wheat, corn and other grains 
in Missouri, Kansas and the Northwestern States. 

It seems that, with care, the yield of: wheat per 
acre has been quadrupled; the same has been true 
of rye, and corn of size, superior quality and enor- 
mous quantity has. been abundantly produced on 
stalks twelve feet high. These results have been at- 
tained without great cost in fertilizers, mainly 
through experiments in soils. 

Scientific foodmaking should be of especial im- 
portance in the Great Southwest, where arid lands 
are reclaimed in greater acreagés @ach year, and 
whete much of the human fuel of twentieth 
century must be made. | 

Hundreds of re miles of what is now desert 
will be put to ¢ ute in the next twenty-five 
years. The crasty regions of the Central West, 
much of which are.now used for stock raising, can- 
not grow grain and raise stock and vegetables or 
fruit at the same time. 

It seems probable that in the rich alluvial soils of 
Southern California and adjacent territory, whére 
nature has for unnumbered centuries been sfacking 
her fertilizers against a coming time of need, will 
be the world’s scientific garden.

Use Cactus Fruit as Food and Gather 
it With Long Sticks, Used 
Like Spears. 

{Forest and Stream.] Sinaloa 
is a long State, comparable almost with 
Chile, as it Hes alang the .west coast 
of Mexico, just as Chile lies along the 
Pacific shore of South America. 

Like most of new countries the most 
interesting part of this fertile State 
is its inhabitants, possibly because the 
eountry is so fertile. is abund- 
ant, easily caught and the fruit of the 
great pithaya cactus is ripe almost 
from season to season.

|Confcsses to Having Posed as 
Man. Who Worked Fraud 
Makes Admissions. 
Falsely Secured a Position in

This confession, under date of May 
16, clears’ up a mystery that baffied 
the officers of the Globe Chamber of 
Commerce. Masons’ identity as Rohra- 
bacher appeared so complete that it 
Was never questioned in Globe, and he 
might have gone undetected but for 
an overt act which put the real Rohra- 
bacher, a newspaper man of Tacoma, 
Wash., on his track and led to his un- 
doing 
This slip was the cashing of a check 
by Mason in this city which was re- 
pudiated by the Globe Chamber of 
Commerte. because it was not counter- 
isigned by the president. No warrant 
issued for the secretary's arrest, 
but, evidently apprehensive that de- 
tectives were on his trafl, Mason at- 
tempted to tind out from Hohrabacher, 
by a subterfuge, if he had any knowl- 
edge of the duplicity. he had practiced. 
After cashing the check which called 
ifor $200, Mason, it appears, went to 
Seattle and called Rohrabacher at 
Tacoma. Pretending to be his (Ma- 
Ben's) brother, he asked if he knew 
where FE. C. Mason was, and when 
Rohrabacher replied that he did not, 
Mason stated that lobe had wired 
him that he was missing and that he, 
himself, was in Seattle ooking for him. 
SIGNS CONFESSION. 
Rohrabacher then told the pretended 
brother that he suspected E. CC. Mason 
jas the man who had masqueraded in 
Globe under his name. Mason then 
admitted his identity and said he would 
see Rohrabacher after he returned 
from Vancouver. Instead, he came di- 
rectly to Tacomas, awakening Rohra- 
pacher at his home tate at night, and 
made the following confession:

The 
amount of the check was $200, and it 
was honored by the cashier of the local 
office of the Southern Pacific Raliway 
Company, in Los Angeles. On about 
the Sth of April I resumed my own 
name, left Los Angeles for Denver, and 
about the ist of May came to Puget 
Sound.

Throughout hia life, into which the 
foregoing is but a hurried glance, Ed- 
ward Augustus Moseley, friend of the 
worker in a blouse, has had many 
unique adventures on land and water. 

Rehabilitated In personal fortune, his 
obligations of honor settled in full, he 
is now the happy and willittg creditor 
of the human race and the debt is so 
monstrously large that it never can 
be paid. 

At the request of President Cleve- 
land, made in 1887, Mr. Moseley came 
to Washington as secretary of the 
newly created Interstate Commerce 
Commission. He has been here, there- 
fore, from the very outset of the ef- 
forts of the national government to 
regulate the railroads of the United 
States. The sins of transportation are 
better known to him than to any other 
man. Congress goes to him for infor- 
mation and advice. Shippers and con- 
sumers are daily beneficiaries of his 
alert intelligence and his unwearied la- 
bors in their’ behalf. ‘ 

NOT WORKING FOR MONEY. 

With méans of his own, Mr. Moseley 
is not in office for a living. As one 
who knows him well, truly says: “He 
goes forth every day not to hold down 
a job or work for himeelf, but always 
to work for others.” Entitled to large 
fees, he does not take them, and to $509 
a year additional, as disbursing offi- 
cer of the commission, but he declines 
to draw the money. When Cuba, 
whither he was sent by President 
Roosevelt, offered him $5000 for writing 
its railroad law and achedule of freight 
tariffs, he declined to accept a penny. 

A big man, surely; and big physical- 
with the smile, the pee brown 
eyes, and the hearty voice and Manner 
which make him everybody's good 
friend and excellent neighbor.

American Power If Custom Law 
Does Net Apply to Present Situa- 
tion—Plans Mean Mean Development of 
Rich Territory.

DOUGLAS (Aris.) June 3.—An Inter- 
esting question of importations and 
customs duties will be put up to the 
Mexican government by the ‘Tigre 
Mining Company, which has one of the 
richest mines on earth, situated about 
fifty miles south of this city.

. AGAIN FOR LONG RECORD. 


TO TRY 


LIFFORD B. HARMON of New 
York, and George B. Harrison of 
Los Angeles, representatives of 
aéro clubs located on opposite sides of 
the continent, are planning to make 
another attempt to break the long- 
distance record for spherical balloons. 

They expect to start from San An- 
tonio, Tex., during the latter part of 
June, in Mr. Harmon's 90,000 cubic-foot 
racing-balloon, the “New York.” 

Both aéronauts are licensed balloon 
pilots, Harmon has had his cregen- 
tials from the Aéro club of America 
for several years, while Harrison's li- 
cense was issued last Thursday. The 
latter made most of the necessary 
qualifying trips, which included a 
flight alone, and a flight by night, dur- 
ing the Los Angeles aviation week 
from, Huntington Park. With Harmon 
he ascended on the last day of avia- 
tion to an altitude of 11,100 feet for the 
Pacific Coast official altitude record. 

The two balloon pilots made a first 
attempt to cross the country in the 
New York, on March 1 last, from Sana 
Antonio. 

Their trial resulted in @ landing in 
Arkansas, owing to the dissolution of 
the current which carried them north- 
eastward across the State of Texas, 
part of the time at sixty miles an hour. 
They were unable to leave San Anto- 
nio until four hours after the time 
scheduled. Had they been able to 
start on time, they believe they would 
have travéled twice as far before 
descending. 

Mr. Harmon, who is a millionaire 
real estate dealer of New York City. 
and third vice-president of the Aéro 
Club of America, has won fame as a 
“destination balloonist” because of his 
ability to forecast the direction of a 
trip. His start from San Antonio was 
made with the intention of sailing to 
the northeast. The balloon New York 
left San Antonio at $:30 o'clock at 
night and passed Texarkana at 
o'clock the next morning, although {t 
took a northwesterly direction from 
San Antonio.

CALCUTTA. 


QUEER FEATURES OF THE CITY OF Pai- 
ACES AND HOVELS. 


_From Our Own Correspondent. 
ALCUTTA. —I am in Calcutta, the eastern gateway 


of the empire of India, and the front doorstep of 


the home of one-fifth of mankind. It is a turbu- 
lent fifth, and is likely to stir up the world. The Brit- 
ish have kept this country dead quiet for the last fifty 
years. They have inclosed it in a network of railroads, 
watered its deserts with irrigating canals, lowered 
its taxes and made two blades of grass grow 
where one grew before. They have brought order out 
of chaos and peace out of discord. They have begun to 
make men of those who, when they took hold of the 
country a few’ generations ago, were but little better 
than beasts. They have given them schools and stirred 


Altogether India has more towns and villages than 
there are people in Boston, Baltimore or St. Louis, and 
it has cities of large size the names of which we hardly 
know. The greater Calcutta, including the suburbs 
near-by towns, is as large as greater Chicago. Bom 
is bigger than Boston, and Madras equals Cleveland in 
size. The population is rapidly growing. It has |in- 
creased 50,000,000 within the past thirty years, and is 
now 300,000,000 all told. sgh 


- India is not like China, in that it is made up of one 
race of the same color and features, with the same lan- 
guage, religion and customs. It is composed of a score 
of nationalities and of so many religions and castes that 
they can hardly be numbered. There are tribes here 
which look like our American Indians, others which re- 
semble Chinese, scattering places where the people have 
blue eyes and brown hair, and many localities where 
their skins are as black as a negro’s. There are more 
races in Hindustan than on the continent of Europe,

The World of India. 


Do you know what India is? The country appals me, 
it is so big, so varied, and, withal, so strange. If you 
could lift Hindustan up and lay it upon North America, 
with one end at Seattle, it would reach as far east as 

Montreal and its lower apex would be wedged into the 
Panama Canal. From north to south India is as long 
as from the middle of Hudson Bay to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and from east to west it measures 2500 miles. 

The land is one of extremes. The Himalayas on the 
north are covered with perpetual snows, and the icy 
wastes about Mount Everest are colder than the frozen 
chambers of the Buddhist hell.

The land is one of great deserts and mighty rivers, 
of soils which have been cultivated since the dawn of 
history and of wastes which the plow of man has never 
turned.

As to religions, India has more strange gods than any 
other country on earth. There is no place where the 


faith of the people so varies and none where man’s be- 


The reli- 
gions are so strange that a book as big as a $4 Bible 
might be written about them and not tell it all. India 
has 200,000,000 Hindoos divided up into castes, many of 
which number millions. It has more Mohammedans 
than the Sultan of Turkey has subjects, and about 9,000.- 
000 Buddhists. 

In addition to this there are several million Sikhs, 


| more than a million Jains, and in the neighborhood of 


100,000 Parsees, who believe in the faith of Zoroaster, 
worshiping fire. There are among the aborigines of 
the backwoods nature worshipers known as Animists, 
to the number of 8,000,000 and more; they believe in 
spirits and witchcraft and offer bloody sacrifices to their 
devil-like gods. There are also 18,000 Jews and 3,000,000 
Christians of various sects, It surprises me to find so 
many Christians in India. They are mostly Roman 
Catholics and Nestorians, although there are Method- 
ists, Baptists, Presbyterians and other branches of the 
Protestant faith. I see that Bishop Thoburn says there 
are now about a million of native Protestant Christians 
and that the Christian population has increased 640,000 
in the space of ten years. Our missionaries are alive 
and they are doing great good.

Calcutta is one of the chief seats of the Unrest. I do 
not wonder at it. There is no place where the differ- 
ence of conditions is more pronounced. These Hindoos 
are among the poorest peoples on earth.

We were several days on the Bay of Bengal. The wa- 
ter was indigo until we reached the mouths of the Gan-« 
ges.

I took a bath when we reached the 
pilot brig, about a hundred miles from Calcutta, and 
upon draining the tub my footprints were as plain in 
the mud as those which frightened Robinson Crusoe on 
his desert island. 


It is said to be five times as much as that of the Mis- 
sissippi-Missouri, amounting to hundreds of millions of 
tons every year. It builds up great bars along the 
shore, and makes the work of piloting the ships danger- 
ous to an extreme. | 


A High-Paid Monopoly. 


The pilots of Calcutta are a close corporation. There 
are only fifty-two of them, and they monopolize the 
Ganges, or, rather, the Hooghly, for it is on the Hooghly 
branch of the delta that the ships go up to the city. 
The trade of the river amounts to more than $100,000,000 
a@ year, and there is a procession of boats always going 
up and coming down. The men receive various wages, 
‘the best getting as much as $700 per month. To belong 
to this association one must have a first mate’s 
certificate and must have passed through his apprentice- 
ship. He spends five years at low wages learning the 
river, and then graduates in the full rank of pilot. The 
Hooghly cannot.be navigated at night and the ships go 
in with the tides. As the latter rise there is often a 
bore which reaches as much as seven feet, so that the 
risks are great. 

Millions in Jute. 5 | 


As we coasted the shores of the Hooghly we passed 
jungles infested with tigers: _The land is low and mala- 
rious and wild beasts roam in it at will. A little far- 
ther up the houses begin, and palm trees are frequent. 
The population grows more and more dense, and then 
comes a region of mighty jute mills. On each side of 
the stream tall smokestacks vomit black volumes into 
\the sky and near them are enormous brick structures 
where the rough bagging for all mankind is made. Cal- 
cutta ships vast quantities of jute to the United States, 
and much of our cotton crop is baled in cloth made 
here on the banks of the Hooghly. A few years ago 
we were taking more than 60 per cent. of the product, 
and today the thousands of Hindoos working this fiber 
are dependent upon us for their wages. There are now 
two score jute mills in India and the jute annually pro- 
duced is worth about $90,000,000. There are cotton fac- 
tories here and there between the jute-weaving estab- 
lishments and mills of this kind line the Hooghly all 
the way to Calcutta. 


The stream is filled with shipping. Ocean steamers 
heavily loaded are going in and out with the tide. The 
trade of Calcutta is worth hundreds of millions, and a 
large part of the commerce of the empire passes this 
way. Its total foreign trade is the greatest of any 
country of Asia, the imports and exports now amount- 
ing to more than $1,200,000,000 and growing more every

Speaker ’s Messenger. 


Posir1Ion HELD FOR Many YEARS 
BY DESCENDANT OF INDIAN.

NE of the largest and most beautiful corridors in 


the world is the Speaker’s lobby of the House of 
Representatives in the south wing of the Capitol. 


Speakers of the House, from the first Congress to 
the present, including “Uncle Joe” Cannon. There are 
practically two halls, one of them being a well-carpeted 
thoroughfare, containing the portraits of the Speakers, 
from Muhlenburg to Cannon; and the parallel corri- 
dor which is splendidly upholstered and furnished as a 
smoking-room for the convenience of members of Con- 
gress and their visiting friends. At the east end of 
this corridor is another corridor, running north and 
south, and opening into this corridor is a room set 
apart for the Speaker, and occupied only by him. At 
the doo: of this room sits a faithful attendant, whose 
duty it is to act as messenger to the Speaker and to 
attend to his wants with fidelity and alacrity. 

Henry Neal, the messenger of the Speaker, is a cele- 
brated character in Washington. He was born at In- 
dian Head, Md., in 1850, and came to Washington in 
1859. He is part Indian and part negro, being the ie- 
gitimate descendant of a Seminole chief. In the first 
session of the forty-fourth Congress he was employed 
in the House of Representatives as a laborer. At that 
time Michael Kerr of Indiana was Speaker of the 
House; but he died before his time expired. Samuel J. 
Randall of Pennsylvania was elected Speaker to succeed 
Mr. Kerr. It was Mr. Randall who selected Neal, as he 
is popularly known in Washington, to be messenger to 
the Speaker. 

Neal is the first messenger having colored blood in his 
veins who was ever employed in that confidential ca- 
pacity. As messenger to the Speaker, he becomes nec- 
essarily the custodian of a great many important se- 
crets, and no man oj his blood was ever taken into that 
position until Mr. Randall selected him. During the 
past thirty-four years Neal has not only become ac- 
quainted with all of the leading men and women of this 
country, but also with the representatives of foreign 
nations in the diplomatic service at Washington.

Crisp, Reed, Henderson and Cannon, but he is so cau- 
tious, diplomatic and careful that not one word will he 
utter concerning their private character, instincts, hab- 


presence has gone into oblivion so far as he is con- 
cerned, and not one thing will he say save in the 
praise of the gentlemen whom he has served. 

Every Wednesday afternoon the wives and daugh- 
ters of the Speakers have held public receptions upon 
which state occasions Neal has always been stationed at 
the door to receive the cards and announce the guests. 
He does this with all the business manner and perfect 
courtesy of an experienced courtier... He is so familar 
with the faces and names of public men, their wives 
and daughters, that it has been no effort at all for him 
to welcome them by name and usher them into the 
presence of the wives and daughters of the Speakers in 
a@ proper and decorous manner. 

There is no more courteous gentleman under the 
dome of the Capitol than Henry Neal. He is proud of 
his Indian ancestry and not at all ashamed of his Afri- 
can blood. His father was one of the most eminent of 
colored preachers, and did a great deal for the amelio- 
ration of the condition and the building up of his race. 

Neal says: “When I was a boy I often heard it said 
that the children of preachers always turned out bad, 
and I made up my ‘mind that I would be an exception 
and try to be a good man.” 
Neal has succeeded. 

When the Speaker is in his room faithful Neal sits 
on a chair outside and determines who shall enter and 
who shall not. He knows when the Speaker is busy 
and when he will hang out the latchstring. Hence it 
is regarded as final when he informs a visitor that “the 
Speaker is too busy to see any one at present.” Of 
course there are some intimate friends to whom the 
‘door is always open, and to these Neal has nothing to 
say save “Good morning, sir.” 

When the Speaker is in the chair, and the House is 
in session, Neal usually sits within a few feet of the 
great white throrie upon the apex of which the Speaker 
sits and directs legislation. The present occupant of the 
great office is not only an able, but an affable gentle- 
man. He is very kind to Neal, and that faithful serv- 
ant is very proud of the great man whom he now has 
in charge. 

You must know that during all the years that Speaker 
Cannon was a member of the House of Representatives, 
Neal was the messenger of the Speaker: and “Uncle 
Joe” has known Neal for so many years that there is 
perfect confidence existing between the Speaker and his 
messenger. When the time comes for “Uncle Joe” to 
finish his earthly official career, there will be no more 
sincere mourner than faithful Henry Neal. :

Augment the Food Output. 


Dr. WiLLeT M. Hays TELis How 
Tuis May Bz DonzE. 


By a Special Contributor. 
b6 HE scientific breeding of plants Is destined in 
the not-distant future to go a long way toward 
keeping down food prices in this country,” said 
Dr. Willet M. Hays, Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
a few days ago. “Were it not for this prospect, we 
should, with an expectation of 200,000,000 population 
sixty ygars from now, have reason to fear a condition 
of affairs wherein good things to eat would be beyond 
the reach of most folks. 
“Take the case of corn for example. It is our great- 
est cereal—the American grain crop par excellence. At

the present time it yields a little over twenty-five bush- 
els to the acre. With improved methods, we shall be 
able, by planting better varieties, to make the output 
fifty bushels. 

“During the past decade the plant breeders have ta- 
ken up the problem, and already large areas are devoted 
to experimental work in this line by the Federal gov- 
ernment, by the States, and even by many counties. 
One agricultural experiment station, in Illinois, has pro- 
duced a corn with nearly double the ordinary percent- 
age of oi] and ‘protein’—the latter being the substance 
that goes to make muscle and blood. Meanwhile the 
Minnesota station has originated a variety known as 
‘Minnesota 13, which, being very hardy, is helping to 
push the corn belt northward. | 

“Again, consider the case of wheat. Our output of 
this grain, enormous though it is in the aggregate, av- 
erages less than fifteen bushels to the acre. In Eng- 
land it averages thirty bushels, and in other European 
countries even higher. Why should this be so? Mainly 
because our wheats were originally bred for the moist 
and cool climates of Europe. We are raising the same 
varieties in a dry and warm climate. 

“What we are now starting in to do is to cross-breed 
the best of these wheats, and obtain a new set of varie- 
ties suited to our climate and soil. By this means we 
shall increase the output to at least twenty-five bushels 
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I myself who discovered, only a few years ago, the 
hardy variety known as the ‘Grimm,’ which has since 
spread over all the northern country east of the Mis- 


“This variety gets its name from o farmer. named 


Grimm, who came from Bohn, in Germany, sixty years 
ago, and settled near Lake Minnetonka. He brought 
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the seeds of the alfalfa with him; but its value was 
not discovered until half a century later. It is a great 
yielder of hay, producing three crops a year. This dis- 
covery has led to the of other hardy alfal- 
fas, and to the creation of still others, by breeding, 
which are adapted to various sections.

The Sultana, purchased by him six years ago from a 
wealthy* Arab of Muscat, is now 15 years old and lives 
in a big house near the palace. The Sultan himself is 
only 26 years old. The Sultana keeps a big retinue of 
servants, and is surrounded by comparative luxury, but 
for all that she leads a lonely existence. 


While speaking about the Sultan it might be well to 
mention the former sultans. Very little is actually 
known of them, but tradition pictures them as high and 
mighty rulers. Stories of their revolting orgies and 
their bloodthirsty methods are circulated freely, and 
they are said to have lived in all the splendor that the 
mind of man could contrive. The relics of their handi- 
work would certainly seem to strengthen that belief. 

It used to be the custom, when a sultan died, for his 
successor to build a palace of his own and leave the 
old one deserted. Consequently the island is dotted 
with magnificent ruins almost equal in their splendor 
to any of the majestic piles of Italy or Yucatan. The 
water supply of the city at the present day comes from 
a fine stone aqueduct built up into the hills by one of 
the old-time monarchs. 

Slavery still exists to a small extent, and my boys 
have often asked for a day off to bury one of their 
slaves. The government is taking steps to stop this 
trade, and it will soon-be a thing of the past. Many 
Zanzibar fishermen are stolen annually from their little 
dug-out canoes by dhows sailing to Arabia, but this is 
also on the decrease, and will soon give way before the 
march of civilization. 

The old fort in the center of the city has seen much 
history. In the fifteenth century a Portuguese garrison 
of 300 men, women and children was besieged by a 
horde of Arabs. The siege lasted three years, and when 
the Arabs finally forced an entrance, they found only 
eleven persons alive. In clearing out the fort for a 
roundhouse last year, the employés of the American 
railroad company found over 200 skeletons and many 
relics of the siege. Rumors of untold treasure were 
rife before the excavation, and every one was on the 
qui vive, but the only treasure found was a 200-pound 
chunk of lead. I dug around in the old fort, and once, 
after I had made a hole about three feet deep, I found 
a eorroded coin. I thought I was surely on the trail 
of that treasure, but when I scrubbed the coin, I found 
it to be a German copper of 1900, and my. hunt for the 
missing millions ended then and there. 

Life in Zanzibar is quiet. Although there are nearly 
200 white people there, the only amusements are golf 


and a little cricket, and the evenings are wholly devoid 


of any kind of social excitement. Every night the Sul- 
tan’s band gives a concert of all the latest pieces in 
the square in front of the palace, but the only audience 
is a few Swahilis and Indians. I have never seen an 
English woman listening to the music, which is really 
very good. 

But there is a sort of charm about life in Zanzibar 
and often I seem to r the throaty “Allah hu achbar. 
Ashadu an la illaha’”’ the muezzin calling the faithful 
to prayer from the minaret of the mosque; the musical, 
liquid tones of the soft-spoken Swahili and the rhyth- 
mic “pung, pung”’ of the tom-toms keeping time to the 
muscular contortions of a throng of frenzied merry- 
makers. That I know is the Ca!' of the East and some 
day ! shall answer it.

Beer and German Students. : 

During his recent visit to. Alsace the German Emperor 
addressed a protest to a young man who had lately 
joined the Freiburg University and been enrolled as a 
member ofwne of the many drinking “corps” in the uni- 
versity towns of the empire. The Kaiser described the 
drinking practices of the students as a “great disadvan- 
tage for the German nation, as well as for the individ- 
ual student.” Both, in consequence, fell behind foreign- 
ers; especially the Americans and British, who, as a 
result of more sensible ideas with regard to drinking, 
particularly in their youth, showed in later years much 
greater pewers of resistance in the battle of life. Resi- 
dence in the tropics, the Emperor added, upon which, 
owing to increase of trade, Germans were becoming 
more and more dependent, was exceedingly dangerous 
for men who had habituated themselves to overindul- 
gence in alcoholic and malt beverages. 

This open condemnation of the bibulous habits of stu- 
dents has found an echo in many parts of Germany. In 
fact, for some years past, there has been a strong re- 
action among more thoughtful students against the cus- 
tom, which is probably the cause of the corpulence of 
many of the young men, tp say nothing of certain seri- 
ous consequences. 

The excessive drinking of beer among young Germans 
is regarded rather as a virtue than even merely a par- 
donable indulgence. Many of the so-called corps exist 
for the sole purpose of encouraging the consumption 
of beer, and even those having more serious objects 
frequently have “beer evenings,” when men drink 
in rivalry. —{New York. Sun.

A Moorish Lad. 


THe LitTLE Buack FRIEND OF AN 
AMERICAN NAVAL OFFICER.

“Rock scorpion” was what they called him; a 
A little black boy he was, who faced me one morn- 
ing in Gibraltar with: “Would you like to have 

a guide to the top of the Rock, sir?’ 


I had just landed from my ship at the Ragged Staff 


Battery, and was met by a number who craved the . 


pleasure and profit of being a guide for me through the 
great fortification. I selected this lad out from the 
rest, and together we went to the office of the comman- 
dant, where my connection with a United States maia- 
of-war procured for me a permit to visit many places of 
interest which are closed to civilian travelers. I asked 
my boy if he had eaten his breakfast yet—I thought he 
looked hungry—and found he had not. Poor little fel- 
low! he usually ate what he could, where he could, 
when he could, mostly at the mess kitchens of the Brit- 
ish soldiers. 


He was a Moor, and though he was black in color, he 
was not a negro. He was abjectly poor as far as 
worldly. possessions go, but he was as superbly inde- 
pendent a character as I have ever met. He loathed 
the hand that fed him, and clenching his little black 
fist, and setting his jaws together hard, railed against 
the yellow flag of Spain which was floating in plain 
sight from the head, of the line of brick sentry boxes 
that marked the Spanish side of the neutral ground. 
Moor and Mohammedan he was; in his veins coursed 
the blood of brave men who were fighters for their re- 
ligion and their rights, for more than a thousand 
years. 3 

I was at Gibraltar several weeks, and this lad was 


my constant companion. I learned to like him, and I 


am constrained to believe that, in a measure, I met his 
approval. He could read and write his own language, 
and had a working acquaintance of English and Span- 
ish, only, however, so far as speaking them was con- 
cerned. When I stayed overnight in the town, he slept 
on the door mat just outside the room, like a faithful 
dog. He said his prayers five times a day. No matter 
what was on hand, when the time came-he said his 
prayers. What he said was good, too, but I could not 
at all understand why his devotions had so little influ- 
ence upon his real life, for he would rise from his knees 
to cheat and lie abominably. 

He knew every beauty spot about Gibraltar, and there 
are many, beauty in flowers and vines and prospects, 
for from its heights one can look on two seas and two 
continents. Together with an English soldier we went 


through the underground batteries, huge galleries cut 


out of the solid rock where are hundreds of cannon 
ranged in two tiers like the decks of an old-fashioned 
frigate. We went into magazines and ammunition yards 
where there are artillery stores by the thousands of 
tons, and into great warehouses, in which are stored 
provisions and clothing enough to last a large garrison 
quite twenty years. Now and then the boy pointe! out 
to me some of the wild tailless monkeys (they are very 
large ones, really apes,) and told me that they had an 
underground passage between the Rock and the Afri- 
can shore, thirteen miles. 


We went down to Europa Point and saw some Arabic 


political prisoners, living comfortably and much as they | 


chose, except that they were prisoners. One day he 
drew in his breath and in a burst of confidence took 
me to one side of the Rock, a place where it was peril- 
ously steep, and prodigiously high, and pointed out a 
goat path of a trail up which he said some day the 
Spaniards would climb and take the Rock from the 
English, “Then we will take it from the Spaniards,’ he 
said, and his eyes fairly glinted with hate and hope. 


He would not allow any of the merchants there to 
cheat me out of so much as a penny, but he swindled 
me right and left himself, by getting a big commission 
from them for everything that I bought. Still he was 
loyal in his way, and I liked him. 

- At another time when on a visit to the Rock, I was in 
ill health; he attached himself to me, but I told him 
that I did not need his services. That made no differ- 
ence to him, he thought I was economizing, and stayed 
by me, saying: “I think my God give you to me to care 
for. How, then, can I leave you and you not very rich? 

My Moorish lad was old for his years; his was 
a hard life, with not much happiness in prospect, and 
yet there was sterling worth in him. I often thought 
what a splendid Christian he would make. I got a 
Moorish Testament and gave it- to him. He said he 
would read it; whether or not he kept his promise, I 
do not know. 3 

One day just before our anchor was raised, he came 
On board the ship to bid me good-by. He clasped my 
hand, and with tears in his eyes gave me this parting 
benediction: “Our Lord God bless thee, and give heatih 
and peace to thee and thine, and take thee safe back to 
thy home and fathers;” then through his tears he added, 
“and bring thee back to us to eat meat together once 
more.” 

I have never been back to Gibraltar, and I have never 
again heard from him, but I firmly believe in the Bible 
promise: “Cast thy bread upon the waters, for thou 
shalt find it after many days.”

THE STORY Or AN East AFRICAN § 
CHIEF’s UNWELCOME GIFT.

b6 HERE are few rules that can be laid down for 
the guidance of the man who would go among 
Savage people, and the only really important one 
chances also to be that which is always the first to be 
nsively expressed in 
‘Mind y own business,’ and, particularizing, ‘Be not 
too forward with the ladies.’ One of Kipling’s characters 
cites the same truth when he says, in effect, that a man 
has no business fooling with women in foreign parts, 
be he thrice a crowned king. Whatever be his stand- 
ing in London or New York, in ‘foreign parts,’ be they 
Fiji, Borneo or Uganda, the ‘masher’ is usually the 
mashed and the ‘killer’ not infrequently the killed. Dis- 


- regard of this rule in the South Pacific has been respon- 


sible for the snapping off of more lives than sharks 
have snapped off legs, and in Africa brought more 
whites to grief than have lions.” 


Thus the man who had been spinning elephant-shoot- 
ing yarns on the P. and 0. from the Mediterranean up 
to London, and the half-dozen others from various East 
Coast points nodded solemn and unanimous assent. 
This set them telling stories in point, and the bulk of 
the recital was as grewsome and unpleasant as it was 
improbable. The last man to finish before the luncheon 
gong broke in, however, displayed photographs to lend 
credulity to the entirely amusing tale that he told, and 
as these photographs subsequently came into my pos- 
session, I have judged the yarn worth appending. 


“There is a good deal of the blood of Greek and Ara- 
bian traders,” he began after motioning the steward 
to take our orders (it is an unwritten law on the home- 
bound P. and O.’s that the man who is allowed to tell 
his story must pay for all the drinks that his listeners 
consume during the progress of his narrative,) “flowing 
in the veins of many members of the coastal tribes in 
the vicinity of Mombasa, and many of the quadroon and 
octoroon girls are possessed of no little beauty of face 
and figure, and even a certain coquetry and charm of 
manner. Such a one was a light-skinned youngster of 
heaven-knows-what parentage whom a hunting party 
of which I was a member was once compelled to adopt 
temporarily while crossing the broad stretch of dry 
veldt of the upper midland section of British East Af- 
rica. 

“We were striking off northeasterly from the Uganda 
railroad, heading for what we had been told was an excel- 
lent rhinoceros country, the broken-up desert hills be- 
yond the outermost station of a prominent British mis- 


_ slonary society. We were planning to go first to the 


mission, were we had been assured by friends on the 
coast that, should we succeed in making a good im- 
presajon, we would be able to buy chickens and vege- 
tables of much better quality and at better prices than 
would be possible in trading with the natives. 

““But everything depends upon the impression you 
make,’ we were repeatedly cautioned. ‘You need not 
necessarily be professing Christians, but your caravan 
must radiate respectability. Confine everything alco- 
holic to the medicine chests, or cache it before you 


‘strike the mission, and if any of your bearers take their 


wives with them, see that these are modestly draped 
from head to heel.’ 

“All of which was borne in mind with meticulous par- 
ticularity in making our arrangements. Only our head 
man, a couple of Askaris and half a dozen of the por- 
ters brought their wives with them, and for the latter 
we provided voluminous ‘Mother Hubbards.’ The tents 
of the married ones were set up in a separate part of 
the camp, the women, when on the march, were lined 
up together under the special care of an Askari, and as 
for ourselves, no medieval monastery was ever run with 
less dependence on female service than were our per- 

“Things were going on swimmingly under this ar- 
rangement, and we had attained to within four days of 
the mission when, just as we were making camp one 
evening, a band of Wandarobo, proceeding in a direc- 
tion at right angles to our line of march, straggled in 
and begged permission to camp at our water hole. Half 
an hour after its arrival the chief of the party, a pom- 


pous, blustering old fellow who weighed at least fifteen 
stone, was stricken with agonizing cramps in the ab- | 


domen. Now, cramps chance to be the one thing with 
which the natural remedies of the veldt, and even na- 
tive sorcery, seem to have no efficacy in the treatment 
of. Whisky and Jamaica ginger always give the speed- 
jest relief, and as the natives’ are never able to keep 
either against an emergency, it is customary, if the ap- 
plication of hot stones wrapped in grass and mud to the 
abdomen give no result, to seek out the nearest white 
man and turn the case over to him. It chanced that one 


‘of our party was a graduate of the Sydney (Australia) 


Medical School, and he, between whisky, pain killer, 
ginger and hot compresses on the abdomen, had the old 
fellow out of his agony and feeling fit and hearty in- 


side of an hour. The chief’s gratitude knew no bounds, 


and after nearly staving in poor J.’s ribs, thumping him 
on the back in a spirit of thankful appreciation, he be-

the coast, so he declared, for a couple of older women 
and a hundred pounds of ivory.

EXPERIMENTING IN BOSTON. 


EFFoRT MAKING TO PROVIDE THE BEST POSSIBLE 
VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS. 


[Boston Transcript:] Few people realize how rapidly 
the leaven of the vocational idea is working in the 
schools of Boston. The school committee is making ex- 
periments, quietly and gradually, as its means permit, 
toward the modification of its established courses and — 
the planning of new ones, all with the vocational end 
in view. Everybody knows about the Latin School, with 
its relation to college and the professions, and of the 
Normal School, which gives preparation for teaching, 
and of the newer Mechanic Arts High School, which 
fits young men for intermediate positions in the facto- 
ries, training as it were the non-commissioned officers 
of the industrial army. The long-discussed High School 
of Commerce,/ when it gets into its new building, will 
graduate 125/pupils a year. But these are the more am- | 
bitious and better-known experiments. The smaller and 
more obscure ones are really quite as symptomatic of 
the times and their tendencies. 


The school committee has just started in East Boston 
@ so-called pre-apprentice school of printing and bind- 


‘ing. It is planning a similar training school in wood 


and metal work in the Dearborn district of Roxbury. 
These are not expected to turn out expert printers and | 
bookbinders, but to give the pupils such a training as 
to enable them, on entering these callings, to advance 
more rapidly than they otherwise would. The annual 
number of graduates of these two schools will not ex- 
ceed 100. The importance of the experiment lies in its 
value as a type for the future. 


The school committee has recently taken over the 
Girl's Trade School, which was established by some 
public-spirited women of Boston. It successfully places 
every year 125 girls in dressmaking and. millinery estab- 
lishments. The evening industrial school offers courses 
in freehand and mechanical drawing, in industrial math- 
ematics, in tool and jigmaking, and in boiler engineer- 
ing, besides sewing and cooking classes for the girls. 

A still more interesting experiment is the “Continua- 
tion School.” The committee has hired a room in the 
business district and has started one class in the shoe 
and leather industry, another in wholesale dry goods, 
and a third in salesmanship. Hach class meets two 
afternoons a week for ten weeks. Business men are 
providing the teachers and giving the young men in 
their employ time in the afternoons, without loss of 
pay, in which to do the school work. The school com- 
mittee is furnishing the room and supplies, and the 
schoolhouse commission the furniture. 


The entire school course is now undergoing modifica- 
tion in the direction of a better preparation for life’s 
work. Manual training has for many years been car- 
ried on in all the schools; but more recently a number 
of experiments have been made in the higher 
grades in modifying their courses so as to afford more 
direct preparation for mechanical occupations. In the 
Agassiz School, for example, the manual-training class 
in the three upper grades receives instruction in shop 
arithmetic and working drawing, and is also set to 
work, not indivdually, but under a system of division 
of labor, at making articles which are actually used in 
the public schools. Attention is given to economy of 
time and of material, and an accurate count is kept of 
the expenditure in these directions in comparison with 
the output. 


The bas alee formed, connection with 
the vocation bureau, a committee of junior masters 
whose business it is to study the vocational problem, to 
devise methods by which all the pupils about to leave 
the schools can receive advice as to employment and 
practicable methods of preparing for it. Thus by keep- 
ing alive the executive and constructive faculties from 
kindergarten up by manual trajning, followed by defi- 
nite vocational schooling suited to the needs of those 
who are leaving school at various ages, and finally by 
vocational direction and advice, the school committee 
feels that it is making progress with the problem.

only big enough for the hen to have plenty 

of room, with a wide but not very high 
door, with carefully-made nest in the center back, 
is the best housing for a sitting hen. The door 
need not be as high the standing hen, she 
seems to like to duck her head and get into snug quar- 
ters. There need be no floor in this country, after the 
winter rains are over, hence it is better to make the 
house floorless; in early season, put the house on a 
flooring of boards to keep the nest dry. Up to the door

of the house should be placed a low wire net run, wired 
ontop, not to confine the sitting hen, but to keep out 
any intruding hens or animals. If the sitting hen 
comes off regularly in the run, she should be let out. 
Pull the run away from the door and have lier apart- 
ment watched while she is off. The soil in the run 
should be friable so she can take a dust bath any time; 


and on the run should be spread a board or bit of |. 


‘double sacking to make a door shade, so the sun can- 
not shine in upon the hen in the house, and in case of 
rain cover the entire top with boards or canvas or tar 
paper, keeping the ground as dry as possible. In the 


run, under the door shade, should stand a dish of fresh 


water and a little dish of wheat, and fresh green should 
‘be tucked into the wire net each day. 


Many hens like a nest in the fresh soil, but when 
_ chicks come, it is better to have a little lining of straw 


in the nest. Sand is not good for a wet, new chick 


to tumble on in its first endeavors, but after the chicks 
have-been out in the little run with the mother it is 
well to pull out the old nest and give them merely the 
ground, with a little hollow in it and a little lice pow- 
der sprinkled over. On foggy mornings a covering over 
the entire run will keep the tots dry until the sun 
comes out, when only the door shade should remain, 
it being enough to shade the hovering mother if she 
decides the sun is ioo hot. Many a good mother hen 
will want to run at large with too small chicks; will 
tire her chicks tramping over ground, and the run con- 
fines her happily. If one is short of room, he can put 
the house in a chicken pen, and the hens will all want 
to lay in it.. When one wants to sit, make ready and 
put the run up to the door to keep out others. In this 
way, several hens, with each an apartment, can quietly 
sit and hatch chickens and brood them three or four 
weeks in their own big pen. In this case it is well to 
use fine mesh wire on the runs so the chicks cannot 
get out and be pecked by the other hens. If in an or- 
chard, the big mesh keeps the mother hen quiet, but 
lets ambitious chicks out to get more exercise. Great 
care must be paid to having plenty to eat and drink 
within the run. 


The best of caretakers have sick fowls once in a 
while, and these maternity apartments make great hos- 
pitals. If the houses are made big enough to house a 
cock, they can be used for sveh a home when in bache-

The Modern Duckwing Game. 


To the writer the Games when bred at their best have 
always been alluring for elements of courage, sprightli- 
liness and beauty. No one with sporting blood in his 
veins and a love for the strenuous life can fail to be 
attracted to the breed; for this reason it will always 
find fanciers the world over. The body of the modern 
Game is broad, full, medium in length and muscular, 
tapering well at the tail; the neck long and powerful 
and well covered with hackle feathers; head narrow; 
beak strong and slightly curved; eyes bright and ex- 
pressive; thighs short and stout with long shanks sub- 
stantial in bone and unfeathered; wing long and strong; 
tail full with well curved sickles. The appearance is 
suggestive of a thoroughbred race horse—keen, mus- 
cular, and alert. Of course, when trimmed for the pit 
the bird loses much of its furbishings. 


The above brief outline applies to all the Game varie- 

ties, the distinguishing differences being merely a mat- 
ter of color. In the Duckwings there are two sub- 
varieties—the Golden and ‘Silver. In both cocks on 
breast, thigh, and tail are black; back silver white or 
golden yellow, the same difference being carried out 
throughout the different sections. Our illustration from 
the Feathered World (London) shows a Crystal Palace 
modern Duckwing Game cockerel. 


A recent trip over the State on the part of the writer, 
shows an awakening of interest in the Game fancy. 
Allowing for the fact that the cocking main is under 
the ban by legislative enactment, this interest is all the 
more commendable, since it is centered purely in admi- 
ration of the beauty and gracefulness of the breed.

The poultry industry is surely but gradually pe 
into possession of its own in Southern California. With 
the final fruition of our orchard development, and espe- 
cially the citrus fruits, a diversification of crops has 
been a noticeable feature. It is significant that the cen- 
ter of the orange business at Riverside should also be 
the nucleus of what promises to be a section of poultry 
raisers. For at Arlington there has certainly been de- 
veloped a veritable poultry-breeders’ colony, which con- 
tains a number of poultry plants equal to the best that 
Petaluma can boast of. Not unlike that town, the breed 
most in evidence is the ever-popular White Leghorn. 
Coincident with this development, other sections give 
similar conditions. And though the State produces an 
aggregate poultry product running into the millions, we 
are nevertheless an importer of eggs. Of the egg out- 
put within a radius of fifty miles from Los Angeles, it 
is safe to say that fully half finds a market in this city.

Believe in your business if you want others to take 
an interest in your product. Too many breeders are 
lukewarm in championing their poultry business. 

According to the Oregon Experiment Station, it costs 
on an average 66 cents per hen per year for feed, and 
the average egg yield was 144 eggs for the same period. 
The experiment covers several years, and included an 
accurate record for individual pens. 


Color of Different Breeds in Day-Old Chicks. 


From a somewhat lengthy and learned article in Farm 
Poultry on the coler of little chicks in the different 
classes and breeds we condense the vimorbnctaes points of 
distinction: 


The young of white preeds when hatched are usually 
yellow, canary-colored,,all over, but sometimes chickens 
of a white variety that was made from a colored variety 
have some color in the down. This is most noticeable 
in little White Plymouth Rocks, which are often gray. 


Young Barred Plymouth Rocks are a sort of marble 
gray, darkest on the back; and usually much darker in 
the pullets than in the cockerels. This difference in 
eolor of the little chicks is so regular that the sexes 
can often be separated at that time according to color 
without making many mistakes. 

The young Light Brahmas and other varieties which 
are white with black markings, are sometimes pale yel- 
low all over, but often have a little black spot on top 
of the head, and ,occasionally a larger amount of gray 
on the back. 

The young of Brown Leghorns, Partridge Cochins and 
Wyandottes, and all varieties in which the adult female 
is brown and the male black and red, are brown with 
broad stripes and darker brown on the baek from head 
to tail. 

The young of black varieties are not black all over, 
but are canary-colored on the under parts of body and 
throat until their feathers grow. Young chicks with 
black down all over them are quite rare.

Magnificent Railroad Coach. 

A magnificent private car, said to be the most sump- 
tuous railroad coach ever constructed, has been sent 
from England to South America for the use of the Pres- 
ident of the Argentine republic. The June number of 
Popular Mechanics contains a description and illustra- 
tions of the car. It says: 


“The coach is 78 feet long and 10% feet wide, and is 
constructed of steel. 
with gold and blue lining, the national Argentine col- 
ors. At one end is the President's day saloon, a com- 
partment 17 feet 3 inches long, decorated in the Louis 
XVI style, with green silk panels and carpet. At one 
end of this is a rea] fireplace with mirrors above, and 
means for ventilation. The roof is tastefully carved. 
Adjoining this conipartment is a bedroom, 
with green carpet and upholstery, and furnished with 
a bedstead finished in old gold, with the Argentine coat 
of arms at the foot. The bedroom has three doors, 
one leading to the day saloon, one to the corridor which 
runs along the side, and one to the bathroom. By lock- 
ing any one of these doors, all become locked. The 
+ bathroom is provided with a “needle bath,” and is fin- 
ished in marble with silver-plated fittings. The upper 
panels are of enameled metal and the floor is covered 
with India rubber and cork mats.

Largest Gymnasium in the World. 

The new gymnasium of Northwestern University at 
Evanston, Ill., one of the suburbs of Chicago, is not only 
the largest and most complete in the world, but is a 
building that marks a new departure in gymnasium con- 
struction as well. In an illustrated article, the June 
Popular Mechanics describes this model structure. 

It is a building about 330 feet long by 130 feet wide, 

constructed of steel, stome, and brick, a great part of 
the interior being finished in marble. From an athletic 
standpoint, the main feature is the great indoor play- 
ing field and track, which takes up two-thirds of the 
building. It is an inclosure 215 feet long by 130 feet 
wide, with a floor composed of a mixture of black loam 
and clay. During the football season the teams line 
up against each other in practice games in the gymna- 
sium, and the scrimmages are as fierce as those played 
on the regular football gridiron. The running track 
which encircles the field is the largest permanent in- 
door track in the country and measures just ten laps to 
the mile. 
A clearer idea of the vastness of this indoor field 
may be gained from Athletic Director Gillespie's state- 
ment that it can accommodate four basketball games 
simritaneously, or allow all the track and field games 
of a regular collegiate meet to be held.

LATE convention of fruit growers, after discuss- 
A ing fully the question of purer strains in fruit 
trees, adopted unanimously the following: — 
“Resolved, that we each begin keeping a record of 
production as to quality and quantity of fruit, behavior 
of tree, time of blooming and ripening of fruit on any 
tree in our orchard that seems exceptionally valuable; 
and after five years’ proving of continuous value and 
fixed qualities these trees and records be offered to 
nurserymen for propagation as pedigreed stock; that 
we encourage our nurserymen to propagate only the 


- best and most vigorous stock by refusing to buy ‘sec- 
@nds’ or inferior stock at any price.” 


As competition in fruit selling gets more keen there 
will be more questioning of the individual tree. At 
present most growers figure the tree as merely one of 
many others, differing only in location in this or that 
portion of the orchard. Citrus growers have been driven 
to the elimination of their “scrub” trees because of the 
impurities of bud selection. But the deciduous growers 
have not had such monstrosities as Australian navels or 
a hundred kinds of “sports” in the same orchard. Prob- 
ably there is as great individual differences in decidu- 
ous as in citrus trees, but the former is not so percep- 
tible in the physical appearance of the trees, The only 
way to differentiate is that suggested by the resolution 
—keeping a continuous record of the behavior and quali- 
ties of the trees. 


Obscure Orchard Troubles. 


a S time gets older in the practice of horticulture in 

California, our orchardists are learning that not so 
many diseases are lurking among their trees as we have 
supposed. Our plant pathologists, both scientific and 
practical, are looking less to bacteria and more to cul- 
tural and climatic conditions, and do not expect to breed 
out from agar-agar or other media some virulent germ 
to account for all tree maladies. Thanks for this ex- 
emplification of the value of common sense, for while 
its execution does not always inform the grower how 
to bring about healthy soil conditions, nor how to ame- 
liorate sudden changes in climate and soil moisture, it 
does by elimination save the farmer from wasting his 
resources In attacking diseases that do not exist. 


I was reminded of this new practice of pathology in 
looking over a dying prune orchard—not really dying, 
if our new-thought investigations are trustworthy. For 
we are assured by scientific investigation and practical 
experience that there is not one bacterium or any other 
low-lived form of vegetable destruction at work. We 
arrive at the conclusion that sometime within the last 
few months some extreme of heat and cold, some an- 
tithesis of wet and dry caused these prune branches to 
die. How could it have been avoided? Has not the 
man lost his crop this year and perhaps for the two 
following? He has no disease to combat, but for some 
unknown reason he has not been able to maintain 
enough vitality in his trees to resist climatic adversity. 
The grower may never entirely subdue the adverse in- 
fluences operating in the soil; he can only mitigate 
those of the climate. Knowledge is fast getting surer 
‘oundation in horticulture. 


In Appreciation. 


ARLY last fall word was received from the 

entomologist of Formosa, to the effect that the white 
Scale was overrunning the island. Help was solicited 
from the State insectary in exterminating the new pest, 
and in response three lots of Vedalia cardinalis were 
despatched to the distant country, packed each in a 
different manner. The consignment arrived in For- 
mosa early in December, and the results are thus re- 
corded by K. Oshima, civil governor of Formosa. 

“I take the liberty of conveying to you my grateful 
thanks for the courteous attention and abundant facili- 
ties which you were kind enough to extend to Mr. Shi- 
raki, one of our government experts, who was sent over 
to your country last year with the object of making 
inquiries in connection with the extermination and pre- 

vention of the fluted or white scale which broke out 
the preceding year in the island and played havoc with 
various kinds of trees and vegetation. The Vedalia 
cardinalis which you so kindly placed at his disposal 
rapidly increased in number and have been remarkably 
- weffective in destroying the said injurious insects so 
much so that they are now all but put an end to. Such 
satisfactory results are simply due to the very kind as- 
sistance you extended to us.’ 

The good that men do lives after them, and diets a 
world of benefit have been the conception and execution 
of the idea that somewhere could be found and im- 
ported an insect to destroy the white scale. Messrs. 
Koebele, Craw and others concerned in bringing to our 
country the Australian lady bug mentioned in the Gov- 
ernor’s letter were then engaged in a work the influence 
of which will be felt as long as fruits and flowers are 
grown. From the small colony received in Los Angeles 
in 1888 the whole world is being supplied. Only those 
of us who were in the orange districts at this time can 
appreciate the black despair that hung over the citrus 
growers. Mr. A. S. Chapman had an orchard of 10,000 
_ Orange trees on his lands at San Gabriel. Early in 188% 
he resigned from the State Board of Horticulture, giv- 
ing as his reason for so doing that the ravages of the 
white scale had forced him to sbandon horticulture. In

October his son, A. Scott Chapman, wrote that the Ve- 
dalia had destroyed all the white scale on his father’s 
trees and had lifted an oppressive burden from a great 
industry. Perhaps nothing in the course of economic 
entomology will ever parallel the wonderful achieve- 
ment. | 


Rural Free Delivery. 


HE free delivery of mails in the rural districts of the 
country is no doubt an expensive proposition if 
viewed from the point of postal receipts compared with 
the outlay in maintaining the routes. Very often a 
new reason develops for figuring rural mail delivery 
from a beneficial standpoint.

is alone, namely, in the rapid delivery of beneficial in- | 


sects. At this writing, over 15,000 Comys fusca are | 


going from the State insectary every day, and the av- 
erage will greatly exceed this for the next few days. 
These little parasites are as frail as they are helpful, 
and a few hours’ delay in a stuffy postoffice is often 
fatal. When we see R. F. D. on the little boxes we know 
the files will be delivered fresh and lively at the farm- 
er’s gate, ready to be turned out alive at sundown. It 
will be “all day” with the brown apricot scale in many 
an R. F. D. line that could not be reached in any other 
way. With the Wells-Fargo Express carrying our bene- 
ficial insects free to all parts of the State, and “Uncle 
Sam” delivering the lesser lots at the door of the farm- 
ers for 2 cents, the work of distributing parasites -cer- 
tainly could not be in better shape. 

Japanese Fruit Packing. 

CCASIONALLY a clumsy statement is made by a 

portion of the press of the State that occasions some 
harm to a most deserving portion of our people. For 
-example, I was quoted lately by a Sacramento paper as 
saying in substance that the Japanese growers of de- 
ciduous fruits pick, pack and select their shipments 
with great care, putting it up attractively and seeing 
that no inferior fruit gets into the cars. I should have 
stated furthermore that the Japs sent forward fruit 
that commands the highest favors in the eastern mar- 
kets as they use only uniform and attractive packages. 
I was not content with boosting the Japanesse pack, 
but had the assurance to say that the American grow- 
ers would lose their markets altogether if they allowed 
their yellow competitors to continue to monopolize the 
business of good fruit packing. These alleged remarks 
have been quoted all over the north, and it has led to 
some most interesting correspondence, as one would 
surely know who is acquainted with the true situation. 

The facts are just the reverse of all that are attrib- 
uted to me by the paper referred to. The Japanese 
‘fruit pack is universally inferior. It is not put up in 
attractive packages, or selected with great care or lim- 
ited to only choice qualities. The fruit packed by the 
Japs is not segregated from that of the native growers 
and has no distinguishing mark unless poor packing 
may be classed as a distinguishing mark. There is 
not one Japanese fruit shipper operating in the State 
as far as I am aware. In fact, the whole statement pur- 


The Labor Crisis, 


EW fruit growers of the southern portion of the 

State realize how acute the farm-labor problem has 
become in the deciduous-fruit centers of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys. There is a labor shortage in 
a majority of these sections in the first place, and in 
addition to this the Japanese have organized some kind 
of a labor union and are demanding $2 and even $2.25 
a day for orchard work and fruit picking. This is for 
a nine-hour day’s work, and it is playing havoc with 
the calculations of the growers engaged in raising the 
cheaper fruits, such as peaches and table grapes. Hindu 
laborers, who are becoming numerous here, are asking 
the same pay, and are giving about the most inefficient 
service ever contracted for at any price. 

In Placer county the Japanese have recently organ- 
ized a union, and are demanding $2 per day for pick- 
ing strawberries. Loomis is one of the heaviest straw- 
berry shippers in the county, sending out one carload 
a day, and the scarcity of help is especially felt at this 
point. The growers, however, have not yielded to the 
demands for higher wages, but have let the Japs out 
and substituted pickers brought in from Sacramento 
and San Francisco. What the results will be when 
cherries, apricots, and early peaches are demanding at- 
tention no one pretends to foretell. It is little won- 
der the farmers are anxious over the labor question. 
The leaders of organized labor would find food for 
thought if they could see the distressing status of 
fruit harvesting. Thousands of farmers are asking for 
a modification of the Chinese exclusion act to the ex- 
tent of allowing a limited number of Chinese laborers 
to be admitted every year.

E FFORTS to establish a Federal Bureau of Health— 


they talk of a Department of Health, but that is 

only a bluff—are proceeding with great vigor on 
part of the political doctors. Senator Owen of Okla- 
homa, on March 24 introduced a bill to put a doctor 
in the Cabinet. As stated, they do not expect to, get 
this much, but they hope to get a: “burro.” 


This effort is confined not only to one school of medi- 
cine—the allopaths—but only to a small section of that 
school represented by the American Medical Associa- 
tion, or the Medical Trust, the advocate of the closed 
shop in medicine. This element is bitterly opposed 
by a majority of the regular medical profession. A few 
Weeks ago the Illinois Medical Society, after a stormy 
session, adopted resolutions advocating sweeping re- 
forms in the American Medical Association. 


This raid on Congress is a deliberately-planned 
scheme of medical monopoly. It is not a plan for the 
benefit of the dear public, but for further increase of 
power—and consequently more money—for the medica] 
profession, or for that small clique represented by the 
A.M.A. It was a shrewd scheme to form a “Commit- 
tee of One Hundred” composed of eminent “laymen” 
who did not recognize that they were being used as 
cat's paws. A magazine was established entitled 
“American Health,” which has been filled with extrava- 
gant statements and false appeals. Roosevelt, while 
President, was induced to write a letter expressing sym- 
pathy with the general purpose of the committee, but 
carefully avoided committing himself to any specific 
plan. In fact, he subsequently found it necessary to 
write a letter to the committee, correcting false repre- 
-sentations. 

Referring to the object of the Owen bill, the National 
Druggist says: 

“Its jurisdiction even proposes to extend itself to the 
very homes and personal habits of the public, so that 
one of its prominent members has actually suggested 
the creation of some ‘competent and properly-equipped 
body to settle the questions, not alone of physiological 
diet, but of proper bodily exercise, ventilation, heating, 
bathing; in short, of personal hygiene, as well as the 
problems affecting the public health.’ , 

“In olden times the priests sought and obtained just 

such absolute power and control, even over the civil 
government, by the pretense of seeking the salvation of 
souls. Under just such specious plans, and by just 
such insidious means, they exploited all the agencies 
of public rule, aggrandizing and enriching themselves, 
until their corruption became so deep-rooted as to re- 
quire all the tremendous upheaval of a great revolu- 
tion to disrupt their powerful organization. The pres- 
ent plea, now being advanced by the medical oligarchy 
of preserving the public,health, is every whit as spe- 
cious, just as seductive and misleading, as the spiritual 
plea of the churchmen in former times, and unless it 
be quickly and effectually checked, the American Medi- 
cal Association will ultimately wield as complete and 
tyrannical control in matters of bodily health and habit 
as ever the priesthood exercised over those of religion 
and worship. The same dictation and subordination of 
opinion, the same intolerance of differences backed 
by State authority, will result in a similar Dark Age of 
Medicine, from whose enslavement and tyranny it will 
require another Luther to arouse and liberate an op- 
pressed and shackled people.” 

A Southern California contemporary says: 

“You are to have no say as to the physical care and 
condition of your children. They are to be vaccinated, 
innoculated, anti-toxined, Pasteurized, sterilized, dis- 
infected, and operated upon for defective eyes, ears,

“Why is medical power necessary? Why has not the 
profession at large the confidence of the people? Isn't 


it a fact that there can be but one reason, and that is 
that the people do not get satisfaction—they cannot 


find cures? Why cannot the people find cures from 
the very best medical men of the world? Because the- 
ory has outgrown truth. Truth is so very simple it 
ceases to be worthy of notice. When men have a large 
laboratory experience, such truths as ‘No one can be 
sick unless he breaks some of the health laws’ are so 
simple that they are almost worthless. There is no 
room for formulating a mysterious cure to match them, 
and the result is our laboratory students are continu- 
ally on the qui vive for some mysterious cause, and 
they go chasing after elixirs of life to fit their falla- 
cious theories. Their entire time is ans in trying to 
find a unitary cure to fit the effects multiple causa- 
tions. This is true, and it has been true all through 
the ages of medicine. 


“The speculative minds in the profession influence 
the masses; the average physician has no opinion of 
his own at all, he doesn’t dare have an opinion; if he 
did have he could not belong to the great American 
Medical Association, the head and center of which is 
now rapping at the door of the Federal lawmaking 
body to be granted the same power over the people that 
it has over the professional masses, namely, absolutism 
—power to compel the people to recognize its infalli- 
bility—to have no opinions except what can be en- 
dorsed by the chief. mucky-muck—the one they hope to 
have seated in the Cabinet before very long.” 

Bernard Macfadden writes in Physical Culture. 

“There has been a great hue and cry in this country 
for a long period against trusts and monopolies. The 
financial extortion which the public has had to endure 
because of these evils has brought these particular com- 
mercial methods into disrepute. Now, an ordinary mo- 
nopoly does nothing worse than to rob you financially. 
The amount of money that one particular trust may 
take from an individual is usually trifling, but a medi- 
cal trust, a monopoly of the healing art, in which it is 
often difficult to find any two doctors absolutely agree 
as to diagnosis or treatment, represents a danger to 
health and life that is terrible in character. 

“The science of medicne has nothing to do with 
health. Its avowed purpose is the treatmeft of disease. 
Its members have studied disease. Diagnosis with them 
assumes extraordinary importance, and if the proposed 
National Board of Health is to be in charge of medi- 
cal men who look at health from a medical viewpoint, 
who do not understand and have not sympathy with 
the science of physical upbuilding as taught and prac- 
ticed by the adherents of physical culture and other 
drugless methods of building vitality, then indeed will 
the nation suffer severely at the hands of a department 
of this nature.” 

Among other things, it is said the Medical Trust pro- 
poses to have Congress forbid the use of the mails to 
all newspapers carrying medical advertising of any de- 
scription. Also, we might expect laws making it com- 
pulsory for everybody to have animal filth injected into 
their veins as a “preventive,” not only against small- 
pox, but against cholera, and typhoid, and the plague, 
and syphillis, and other diseases. 

There is no expectation that there can be legislation 
on this bill at the present time. Probably the matter 
will come up in the beginning of the sixty-second Con- 
gress, in December, 1911. 

There has been formed in New York “The National 
League for Medical Freedom” with the purpose of op- 
posing this plan of establishing a National Bureau of 
Health, controlled by political doctors. No fee is re- 
quired for membership. Send on your name and get 
some literature. The address of the League is Metro- 
politan Building, New York City. 

As the editor of the Care of the Body has previously 
stated, he sincerely believes that the establishment of 
such a National Bureau of Health, under charge of po- 
litical doctors, would be nothing short of a national 
calamity. Therefore, he urges the numerous readers 
of the Care of the Body to write to their representa- 
tives in Congress vigorously protesting against the 
establishment of such a bureau. 


Ptomaine Poisoning.

Since I quit using salt and vinegar on my food, and 
have only eaten meat once a day, and have discarded 
woolen underwear, and have learned not to overeat, I 
have never had a cold. In fact, I cannot ‘catch cold,’ 
for I have been exposed to all kinds of weather on 
hunting trips in Oregon, Idaho, and Washington, and 
have been wet to the skin. I have also slept on the 
ground when it was covered with snow, with nothing 
but a canvas under me and a couple of blankets over 
me, and have never ‘caught cold.’ While I was in the 
mining camps of Colorado I wore heavy woolen under- 
wear, and at that time used salt plentifully on my food 
and ate meat three times a day. I was then never 
free from a cold during the winter and spring. So there 
must be ‘something in it.’ No more drug doctors for 
me.”
